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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9-22-08 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 12, lines 8-11, 
the paragraph includes the phrase "glassing up" which, in context, is unclear; is not defined; and 
cannot be ascertained by one of ordinary skill. The Examiner made a good faith effort to find a 
realistic meaning related to a slurry both in available technology dictionaries and on Goggle 
without success. For examination, the Examiner literally interprets the phrase to mean an amount 
of flux which prevents the slurry from becoming a glass or glassy material. Nonetheless, 
Applicants should confirm this interpretation or otherwise explain the intended meaning along 
with dictionary or other support for the meaning. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 59,69,70 are objected to because of the following informalities: for clarity, it is 
suggested to include the word "added" before "colorants" in each slurry applying step. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 59,69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for acrylic latex or alkyd-based tinting compositions, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for any organic or inorganic tinting composition. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to carry out the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The tinting 
composition is disclosed on page 4, 10-13; etc. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 59,61,70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

- Claims 59, 70 are vague and indefinite are vague and indefinite because the meaning of 
"glassing" of the slurry in context is unclear and not ascertainable by one of ordinary 
skill; the comments from section 2 are incorporated herein. 

Claim 61 is vague and indefinite because the intended "sources" of "clay suspension 
sources" is unclear. 
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8. The prior art does not teach nor suggest using a suitable amount of flux to prevent 
glassing (as interpreted above) of the slurry; application of the slurry composition as recited; and 
subsequent recited treatment/s and application of a tinting composition. Claims 60, 62-68 are 
objected to for depending from a rejected base claim. The Examiner invites Applicant or his 
representative to have an interview of outstanding issues which the Examiner believes to be non- 
trivial.
